The Los Angeles County
Heart Assn. has announced the
issiiance of an identification
card for persons having con-
genital or rhematic heart di-
sease, to provide information
to aid in the prevention of cer-
tain heart infections.

The card will be available to
medical doctors for issue to
persons with congenital or
rheumatic heart disease as a
reminder to the patient, and is
notification to other physicians
or dentists that such medical
attention is required prior to
certain typeés of surgery. Such
patients if not given preven-
tive medication may develop a
heart infection known as “Bac-

terial ‘Endocarditis,” a  very
